llltimate absorption of British Golam- 
bia' by Canada ineiritable. We are 
one people, owing allegianoo to the 
gRame.power Bpeaking a oomtuon lan- 
;'l^k{ge, and geograpbioally oar poHi" 
'tion is snob thai eooner or later vfo 
'^are destined to form part of a migbiy 
ohaiii of States slretchiog Trotu side lo 
Bido of the oootinent and laved by the 
-walora of two oceans. That anoh a 
result would be. in ihe highest sodbo 
beneficial to British Columbia, and 
that Ihe Colonists are as filled no«; 
to appreoiata and enjoy all the 
advantages that woald spring from 
nniOD as ihny will over be, has alwfty 
boon and Biill ia our opinion If a re- 
sponsible and economical form of Gov- 
ernmont,^ overland comniunicaiion , 
and a host of other advanlagos would 
be bcnefioial ten years hence, why not 
now ? Wo hiivo no posiiivo as-urance 

although we bolievo wo shall number 

many more — that, in a dooado of years 
heiico our Colony will includo wiihin 
its limits ten thousand more souls tLaii 
now compiiso our population ; and 
as all are striving to improve the CoU 
■ oay to the end that their own inter- 
estB may bo corroapondingly improved, 
we should regard noilbor with di^lavor 
nor leprobalion any attempt on the part 
of those asdeoply ioterosiod as oiirsolvos 
in the progress of iho Colony to ame- 
'iiorate our condition, even Bhould ihty 
" propose 10 look in tho future to Otta- 
wa instead of Downing Street for our 
«• Gbvernors. In 18G7, or shortly after 
the proclamation of union, a large ma- 
, jprity of British Columbians wore in 
f' fAVOt of nnlting their destinies with 
Ganada ; the Islanders, who imagined 
. ^•■'■fihey saw a prospect of a partial retarn 
- to free trade in a treaty of reciprocity 
with the United States— and the 
Mainlandere, who stood aghast at the 
Bptjovuv»^ .f «ho tinited debts of tho two 
BootionH piled one upon tne omor, miu 
the, expenses of Government which 
were enormous and presented no 
proBpect of a diminution for years tn 
come. Under this gloomy state of ufTnira 
the Legislative Council at tho session 
of 1867 passed a resolution requesting 
bis Exellency the Governor to open 
negotiations with tho Ottawa Govorn- 
" ment with a view to tho immediatii 
anion of this witb the irans^rnontnrio 
colonios, Wlien the Council mol jigain 
in 1868, his Excel'enoy could hold out, 
no encouragement of an early eonsam 
maiidn of the soboine, and the Council 
passed a resolution requesting delay 
in the ne,!?otialion8 until the Council 
and Govenimenl should be bolter in- 
formed to the working of ilieHyotom 
in the East. The Council, wlion fioy 
' paused that resoloiion, might have 
talcen steps to prooure the neoe«sary 
\'.informatiun by ibe appalntmeni ol a 
•Committee of Inquiry; bu' nothing ol 
the kind was douo, and tbe question, 
beyond a ray of ligbt oocaHionally cast 
upon it through tho columns of tho 
^•'pablio press, elombered until tbe late 
elections, when on thei-tland tho two 
city and district mombors wero reiurn- 
fd upon iho diaiirici pledge to oppose 
Confederatiou. On the iiainland lha 
disirioirt willi orio cxoapiion (Kooten- 
ay) returned members pledged lo Con- 
federation ; but even on the Mainlanil 
a feeling of lukowarmriecB haa begun 
to matiilost- itself. Tlii^ extrao- ciinar\ 
cbango ol scnliniont is due lo ilirL-o 
or lour oau^<eH, pr,/inineitt among wh oil 
are the rapid diminution of tlie 
Colonibl debt; the reducti m iu ihf^ 
azp'-nses of Government; the p'O'ed 
aibility of tbe revenue of the Goiony lo 
meet us curropt expenses, sinkir g 
luud and debcu'.uroH ; iwid tho oomplete 
failure uf ihu ncg'Hiati<<iia for a rejow- 
ul of the R oipruciiy 'ireaty with the 
United States. The first three of 
these poiniH woro ao ably put forth by 
ibo Cotoaial Secretary, Mr Young, in 
iotroducing hirt iinaneinl sliiteinuiu a 
low week* ago, that ills unDoccMsary 
to repoat them here. This Lciiowlodge 
0^ tb" fioarishiog fioanciul condition 
of \ho Colony has bad, however, its 
effect upon iho country and the 
Councils and hence the motion uf 
Dr Davie — a consistent opponent of 
Confederation — to conuider the hcheiuo. 
With regard to the failure of ibo iicgo- 
tialions for a roaewal of the Reciprocity 
■Treoiy, tho report of Mr Hatch, an Am» 
erican Coromis^iotior appointed to in- 
quire into the propriety of tho ronowal; 
takes strong grounds against it and pro> 
duces figure,'! to ilouioiistruto that, the 
Treaty lu its operation was in nowise 
beneficial to tho United States, while it 
' proved highly proQtable to Oauada. To 
this report we shall agaiu refer; and 
would only remark now that its publican 
tiou liiiH removed a very important jilanU 
from the Imincdiato Confederatiou riat-* 
iom, and rendered to many union with 



tbe Dominloa'iless^desiraljle tbanvbefora. 
As WB said' at'^he commencement ot this 
article, Confederation is the "manittst 
destiny" of tbia Oolony. Sooner or later 
it will come, and no expression of opin on 
or action adverse lo it will stay its pro- 
gress for a i-inglc hour after tbe Homo 
Governaient shall becofuo convinced,, that 
its consumraatinn la un Imperial ncoes- 
bily and tt Colonial waui.

Whereas by the " Victoria Municipal 
Ordinance, 1867," ' ho Municipal Oouow 
oil of tho City of Victoria is empower- 
ed amongst other tho BysLawa men- 
tioned ill Section 3-1 of tbe said Ordi- 
nancQ, to make various By-Laws for 
tbe regulation, health, good government 
and nonvenience of the said City ; but 
the costs of carrying out tho same ro- 
BpcoLivt'ly, ought not to fall on the 
General Kales but on particular por- 
tions of property ulfeoted by ;tbe roa 
Bpeciivo By-Laws ; 

And wbeireas, the said Municipal 
Council have no sntBoieDt power under 
iho now oxisiing Ordinance lo make 
ripec'fiu Rales in respect cf such spooi- 
tio ol'jocts, and is, ihoreforo, unablo by 
rettRoii ilicroof to carry inio oflect the 
said Ordinaoco, and the said By-.Lawa 
ihereia in that behalf coiUainod ; 

And whoious, 11 Is aUvlBrtblo lor such 
purposo to give additional power lo 
ibe said Munioipal Council; 

Bo it tburotoro enacted by th^ Gov- 
ernor of Briiiah Colambia, with tbe 
advice and consent of tbe Legislative 
Council thereof, as follows : 

I. When any By-Law referred to 
in iho 'Victoria Municipal Ordinance, 
lSG7,' nhall have been duly passed and 
iillowod, as in tho said Ordinance pre- 
scribed, and such By*Law shall re- 
quiro nn exponditnro of money to 
carry tho same into effect, it Hhall be 
iawlul lor iho said Muuicipal Council, 
and tho said Municipal Council is 
hereby auihorizod and orapoworod, to

been made, and when paid, the 
amount so paid with inioro.it thereon 
at tho ra'o of Eighteen por centum
